As the clock in the village tower

When peace is trampled upon in one part 
of the world, the part of the world in which it still reigns should 
not hesitate to offer it every possible evidence of devotion “and 
every possible tribute of loyalty. For the common good of hu- 
manity, in the present and in the future, the beauty of peace should 
be exalted before mankind by any great power that is neither in- 
volved in nor immediately threatened by the horrors of war. That 
the centenary of the signing of the treaty of Ghent should be cele- 
brated impressively had been recognized by all English-speaking 
nations for years; the enthusiasm with which the opportunity of 
doing honor to th memory of that event was hailed throughout the 
British dominions and in the United States shouid not, generally, 
have been permitted to flag because of the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war. It should rather have been strengthened. It was, it | 
now seems, especially a mistake to allow the sentiment due to that 
enthusiasm, the sentiment of universal brotherhood and amity, to 
droop in the United States.

ESTIMATES 48,000 CARLOAD CROP 

A citrus crop of practically the 
same size as last year, 48,000 cars, 
with an enormous increase in the 
lemon crop and a slight diminution 
in the orange yield, compared with 
last year, was forecast by General 
Manager Powell of the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange. 

“The associations report that the 
fruit was never finer than this year 
and that lemon trees were never 
fuller,” said Mr. Powell, “My own 
observation is that California or- 
anges and lemons will be extra high 
quality this year.” 

Speaking of the lemon yield, Mr. 
Powell stated that all indications are 
that the crop will run between 7500 
and 8000 cars, The biggest previous 
yield was in the season of 1910-11, 
when the crop was 6891 cars. Last 
year the crop was just over 3000 
cars, 

In other words, the lemon groves, 
though hard hit in the frost of two 
winters ago, have “come back” with 
redoubled strength, for the new acre- 
age that came into bearing this sea- 
son was small. 

“What prices will be on lemons is 
a problem,” said Mr. Powell.

COUNTY TO BUY $250,000 IN SUP- 

PLIES FOR HIGHWAYS. 





Contracts reaching about $250,000 
will be made by the County Highway 
Commission on March 8, and that 
will mark the start of the big pre- 
parations for road building. 

The contracts are to be for ma- 
terial and machinery to be used in 
the building of the county’s $1,750,000 
road system. 

The cement item will be one of 
the largest. The commission has in- 
vited bids on 100,000 to 200,000 bar- 
rels of cement. It is the plan that 
the commission will furnish the ce- 
ment to the contractors, as well as 
to its own crews that are to do the 
work by day labor. By furnishing 
the contractors the cement the com- 
mission will remove possible incen- 
tive for the contractors to skimp on 
cement, and likewise get the bene- 
fit in price by having contracted in 
large quantities. 

Rock and sand will be contracted 
for in the same manner. 

To properly equip the county 
crews that will build at least half 
of the first 11 roads recently order- 
ed, the commission has invited bids 
for steam rollers and concrete mix- 
ers. It is probable that two sets of 
equipment will be purchased, but 
this depends on the prices that are 
offered. This equipment will serve 
in later years for maintenance and 
the building of new county, roads.
